the plants. When ready to trans¬ 
plant, pour this quart into a pail 
and add nine quarts of water to 
complete the solution. Set the plant 
in the hole which has been pre¬ 
pared, pour one-half cup of the 
starter solution over the roots, then 
pack soil about the roots to com¬ 
plete the operation. 

In the case of pot plants, and 
those grown in plant bands, pour 
the starter solution on the soil 
near the plant after it has been set, 
and the hole filled in. 

Plants should be set a little deep¬ 
er in the garden than they stood in 
the flat or pot. Compact the soil 
about the roots, so there is close 
contact without air pockets. 

Tomato plants which have grown 
too tall should be set as deep as 
necessary to shorten the height 
above ground. Deep set plants sar- 
, vive drouths better, and are less 
likely to be injured by the wind. 

A cloudy day is good for trans¬ 
planting; and if it must be done 
under a hot sun, paper tents used 
• to shade the plants for a few hours 
I are beneficial. It is no longer ccn- 
| sidered desirable to prune the top 
} of the plant or remove any leaves, 

[ unless they wither. Adjustment to 
J the new home will come more 
j quickly if more leaves are retained.

Mistreated plants do not always 
die; they may live as cripples, fail¬ 
ing to produce a crop of normal 
size and quality. Those most like¬ 
ly to survive in full vigor are grown 
in flower pots or plant bands, which 
allow them to be moved to the 
garden without disturbing the soil 
around their roote. 

But plants with bare roots can be 
set out with small loss by the prop¬ 
er method. The quicker they are 
set out. after being lifted from the 
flat, or bed in which they were 
started, the better. If you grow 
your own. carry the flat to the gar¬ 
den. Purchased plants should have 
damp moss wrapped around their 
roots, and be planted as quickly as 
possible. 

First dig a hole large and deep 
enough to contain the plant roots; 
then mix with the soil at the bot¬ 
tom of the hole a level tablespocm- 
ful of plant food, and throw in a 
handful of soil above this. 

Experiments have shown that 
all plants benefit by a starter solu¬ 
tion, applied directly to their roots, 
if the roots are bare. The Victory

Rhubarb does well in the shade. 
It has been cultivated in America 
for two hundred years. If the tem¬ 
perature drops below 27 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the topj of growing 
plants may suffer some injury, but 
the roots are completely hardy. 
Stems turn pink at low tempera¬ 
tures. and green as the thermom¬ 
eter rises. The plants should be 
harvested lightly the first year, 
after planting. 

Rhubarb prefers a sandy soil, 
well enriched with plant food. For 
best results manure should be in¬ 
corporated with the soil prior to 
planting. 

Rhubarb is propagated by root 
divisions which should be set three 
to four inches deep in rows four to 
six feet apart. The plants should 
be three feet or more apart in the 
rows. The leaves of this plant 
spread' out creating an attractive 
specimen. 

The artichoke should prove wel¬ 
come in Victory gardens. Although 
it may not be killed by freezing 
it does best when not subject to 
frost. It feels at home along the 
coast, and fog seems to help the 
plant grow to perfection. Extreme-
